RECIPES, &c. 


New Method of Making Bread. 

The following is from an experiment tried 
at the London Polytechnic Institution :— 

“Tie up one pound and a half of the best 
American rice ina thick linen bag, allowing 
ample room to swell, boil it three or four hours 
until it becomes smooth paste, mix this while 
warm with fourteen p: unds of the best flour, 
adding the usual quantities of yeast and salt; 
allow the dough to work a certain time near 
the fire, after which divide it into loaves. The 
bread should be dusted ia and most vigorously 
kneaded.” his quantity of flour and rice 
(154 pounds) has produced 26 pounds 13 
oz. of excellent bread, which kept moist and 
sweet longer than that made by the ordinary 
process. This flour might be economically 
used in large families. his is the new French 
method. 


Best Way to Preserve Eggs, 


John Wetherby, of Geneva, New York, 
sends the following receipt for preserving 
eggs, to the Country Gentleman: 

I take a pine barrel, (an old fish barrel 
well cleaned out answers very well,) and put 
in the eggs when’ they are sound, fresh 
and clean. I then cover them with lime- 
water, made like common white-wash; the 
lime settles around the egos, and the water 
stands on the top of the lime, (the eggs all 
‘under lime.) Look at the barrel once in a 
awhile, to see if four inches of water, little 
more or less, covers the whole. Ifthe water 
is all dried up, the lime gets hard, and they 
are difficult to take out when wanted, and 
you have to carry them somewhere else to 
pwash off the lime; so always keep water on 
the top. This lime-water must be made at 
least two 
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eggs, or your eogs will be boiled hard enough 
to carry in your pocket. 

When I am putting egos away for any 
future use, I use a pine pail to wet the lime 
in, and stand it by the side of the barrel in 
the cellar until it is cold enpugh; then pour 
on thageoos, and fill the pail again, and 
when as been stirred two or three times. 
and stood two or three weeks, do as before, 
and so on till I get through. Keep the 
vessels covered to keep out all dirt, or the 
eggs will look a poor, dingy color. Be careful 
about this in the lime and water, and you 
will have fine white eoo 
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I cannot tell how long they will keep, as I 
never saw any spoil. I have some that are 
five years and a half old as good as they 
ever were. I always preserve in this way, 
and have done so over thirty years with per- 
fect success. I have seen people have eges 
all spoiled and have heard them say, that 
they would never put any more in lime- 
water. They put them in lime-water as 
soon as it was wet up and boiled them hard 
enough for a Frenchman’s breakfast. If 
[ transport eggs, I barrel them with cats, 
well shaken down and headed up. ‘They 
do well for a voyage of two or three weeks, 
but for daily use at sea, for whailing or other 
long voyages, the first method is sure and 
perhaps the best known. 
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A Hint on Paching Pork. 

S82 One of our workmen says that his 
“boss,” in Ireland, was noted for putting up 
excellent pork; and that he always cut every 
part of the hog into small piecies, of from 
one to four pounds. In this way tle meat 
was cured through better with a weaker 
brine than is generally used, and it was 
more convenient for use afterwards, as a 
piece of any size required could be easily 
obtained.— American Agricullurist. 


Fixing Ammonia. 

Robert Austin, of Manchester, Ene., says 
that upwards of a ton of horse mauure is 
produced in his stables daily, and the usual 
offensive odor and evaporation from it was 
entirely prevented by sprinkling over the 
dung heap, by means of an ordinary water 
can, a solution of a pound of common green 
copperas in a gallon of water. The value 
of this:chemical agent in- fixing ammonia 
should be generally known, 


Cement ror Cuina.—Dissolve half an 
ounce of gum acacia in a wine-glass of 
water, add plaster of Paris sufficient to form 
a thick paste, and apply it with a brush to 
the parts required to be cemented together. 
Being nearly colorless, it possesses advan- 
tages which liquid glue and other cements 
do not. 

To tie the pieces of China together, and 
simply boil them in milk, is also a very good 
plan.

Anecdotes of Bilton. 


We have a work in our possession, in 
which there are several anecdotes of the great 
poet, that are not familiar to the general 
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@. about to compose, he prepared him- 
self—as. did «Cicero—by reading some of 
the Greek poets, or having them read to 
him, after he became blind. And we will 
here remark, that reading the poetry cf the 
best authors, as a preparation for writing 
poetry, has much greater influence upon the 
mind in composing, than might be imagined ; 
as the writer doubtless eatches more or less 
of the fire and inspiration of the author. 

It is well known that he was blind, but 
the manner of his losing his sight is perhaps 
but little known to most readers. It was oc- 
easioned by his celebrated controversy with 
Salmasius. When he proposed to answer 
that learned man, but ridiculous writer, he 
had lost the use of one of his eyes. His 
physician declared that if he applied himself 
to the controversy, he would also lose the 
other. But his patriotism was not to be 
baffled. Ife continuéd to apply himself to 
it, in spite of the warning, and the other was 
soon closed foreyer. 

While on the subject of this controversy, 
we will add, what the impartiality of eriti- 
cism obliged us to confess—that Milton was 
not destitute of rancor. When told that 
Salmasius boasted he had occasioned the 
loss of one of his eyes, he answered with the 
ferocity of the irritated Puritan. “ And I 
shall cost him his life?” The prediction was 
shortly after fulfilled, for Christina, Queen of 
Sweden, withdrew her patronage from Sal- 
masius, and sided with Milton in this contro- 
versy, which was of such magnitude that all 
Hurope took a partin the paper war of these 
twooreatmen. The universal neglect which 
the proud scholar met with, hastened his 
death in the course of a year. 

The cireumstance of his first wife being a 
great shrew, is also familiar to most readers 
of his works and life, but not the way in 
which he got her. He exhibited nothing of 
the greatness of his mind in his choice of a 
wife, for his first wife was the object of sud- 
den fancy.. He left London, and unexpect- 
edly returned a married man—united to a 
woman with dispositions so uncongenial, that 
the romp was frightened at the literary 
habits of the great man, found his house a 
solitary place, beat his nephews, and run 
away after a month’s residence. | 

In connectivn with this woman is his witty 
reply to the Duke of Buckingham, after he 
became blind. .The duke ealled her a rose, 
whereupon, Milton replied: “Iam no judge 
of colors, and it may be so, for J feel the 
thorns daily.” 

Equal to this was the shrewd reply to 
James E., when Duke of York, who made a 
visit to Milton out of curiosity. Inthe course 
of their conversation, James said to him, that 
he thought his biindpess was a judgment of 
Heaven on him, beeause he: had- writter 
against Charles I, his, James’) father, when 
Milton replied: “ If your highness thinks that 
misfortunes are an index of the wrath of 
Heaven, what must you think of your father’s 
tragical end? I have only lost my eyes— 
he lost his head!” The retort was severe, 
but a just and merited one. 

He was the author of the celebrated and 
oft-quoted line of poctry, of which but a few 
probably know the origin. W hen attending 
at St. Paul’s school, London, at one of the 
pubhe examinations, the subject for poetical 
composition happened to be our Saviour’s 
first miracle, of changing water into wine. 
Much was written and handed in on the sub- 
ject. When it came to Milton’s turn, from 
whom little was expected, he merely wrote 
on a slate one line, — 

“The conscious waters saw its God, and blushed.” 


“The laconic beauty of the line and simple 


sublimity of the idea were so striking, that 
the judges looked at each other in astonish- 
ment; and after bestowing enconiums upon 
tlie more elaborate productions, according to 
their merits, they awarded the prize to Mil- 
ton. It was an early evidence of the pow- 
ers of mind that produced “ Paradise Lost.” 

The pride of Milton, in some things, was 
great, and equal to his genius. As an evi- 
dence of it, Elartop lent him fifty pounds, 
soon alter the restoration, which the poet 
returned him with much difficulty, as his 
circumstances were very low. Hartep would 
have declined it, but Milton sent an anery- 
letter, which was found umong Hartop’s 
papers. 

As to Milton’s sociability, when much 
pressed by the conversation of others, he 
was unsuciable, and even irritable. He was 
in the habit of condensing his poetry, and 
would sometimes dictate a certain number 
of lines, and then reduce them to one-half 
the quantity.

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Syduey Smith on Preaching 


Preaching has become a by-word for long 
and dull conversation of any kind; and 
whoever wishes to imply, in any piece of 
writing, the absence of everything agreeable 
and inviting, calls ita sermon. Qne reason 
for this is the bad choice of subjects for the 
pulpit. The clergy are allowed about twen« 
ty-six hours every year for the instruction of 
their fellow-creatures ; and I cannot hel 
thinking this short time had better be em- 
ployed on practical subjects, in explaining 
and enforcing that conduct which the spirit 
of Christianity requires, and which mere 
worldly happiness commonly coincides to’ 
recommend. ‘These are the topics neares¢ 
the heart, which make us more fit for thig® 
and a better world, and do all the good that 
sermons ever will do. Critical explanationa 
of dificult passages of Seri pture, dissertations 
on the doctrinal and mysterious points of re- 
ligion, learned investigations of the meaning 


and accomplishment of prophecies, do well 
for publication, but are ungenial to the habits 
and taste of a gencral audience. Of the 
highest importance they are to those whe 
can defend the faith and study it profoundly; 
but God forbid it should be necessary to be 
a scholar, or acritic, in order to be a Chris- 
tian. To the multitude, whether elegant or 
vulgar, the result only of erudition employed 
for the defence of Christianity can be of any 
aonsequence; with the erudition itself they 
cannot meddle, and must be fatigued if 
they are doomed to hearit. In every con~— 
gregation there are a certain number whom 
principle, old age, or sickness, has rendered 
truly devout; but in preaching, as im every- 
thing else, the greater number of instances 
constitute the rule, and the lesser the excep» 
tion.— Memoir of Rev. Sydney Smith,

The proposed scheme of Mr. Henry Gar- 
rett, of London, C. W., for emancipating 
the slaves in the United States, was laid be- 
fore the citizens of Chatham, in the second 
Baptist Church Nov. 19th, by the said Mr. 
Garrett,in the form of a lecture, and after 
said lecture, it was, on motion, Resolved, that 
the meeting approve or disapprove of said 
scheme by resolution, and said resolutions to 
be published in the Provincial Freeman. 

On motion, a Committee of seven was ap- 
pointed to meet on the 20th instant, at 5 
o'clock, P. M., to draft said Resolutions, 
which was accordingly, done. 

The following is their Report : 

At a meeting appointed by Committee to 
consider the above mentioned scheme, by 
Henry Garrett, on emancipation, it was, on 
motion :— 

Resolved,— That we do denounce the 
said scheme as being unholy, unjust, and im- 
practicable, fraught with the greatest evil. 

“Ast. It acknowledges the right of property. 
in man. 

2nd. If shows to every intelligent mind, 
that it would be wrong for the Slaveholder 
to emancipate his slave without an equiva- 
lent for said slave. 

3rd. It shows that such a scheme will not 
only augment the slave States, but increase 
the trade; because the money acquired by 
such a course, would not change the dispo- 
sition of the Slavebolder; but increase his 
desire to carry on the nefarious traffic in 
those States and Territories now free. 

Your Committee would, therefore, highly 
.commend the various plans now in operation 
in the States for the abolition of slavery, (to 
wit:) Moral suasion, the power at the 
ballot box, the power of education, and the 
happy force of the underground Rail Road. 

Your Committee would, therefore, beg to 
suggest, the sending of missionaries of the 
cross of Christ, to the Master and slave, 
to enlighten and christianize them.

As you hinted 
about the pro-slavery tendencies of Reform- 
ers some time ago, Mr, Editor, allow me 


to say, that in this part of Essex, where 


there should be the strongest British feeling — 
being as it ts, almost in the very jaws of 
YankeeJom—th2 Reformers are, with the 
fewest exceptions enemies tothe colored peo- 
ple, of the most contemptible kind. Many 
of them, white yankees, who came to this free 
country for more liberty ; but who, true to 
their inferior training, and dirty instincts, are 
carrying into practice here the same tricks, 
as they would have done at home, if they 
could have made the influence necessary. 
Others again, are ignorant French, whom de- 
magogues frighten, with the idea that the 
colored people are dangerous. ‘hese people, 
stupid to the last degree, beyond improve- 
ment or progress of note, dressed in their 
moccasins, and glorying in their ‘ dog-carts,” 
have the face to ‘‘put on airs” about the 
colored people. There are a few Scotch, 
and Scotch Irish, too, from whom better 
tings should be expected—mostly of the pro- 
slavery Congregational, and other churches 
of the United States, or some other yankee 
denomination of course, who are more hate- 
ful in their hatred than yankees themselves : 
Like the slaveholders of their class, they 
make worse masters than those bornto an 
inheritance of slaves ; the position aff 
hater is a new one to them, and like"a beg- 
gar with a new coat, they are in danger of 
out-Heroding Herod himself. Iam sure the 
most pro-slavery yankee must feel a thorough 
contempt for such lick-spittle, dirt-eating ser- 
vants. ‘They or those of that character, 
colorophobia, do not take the bid of colored 
people at public sales. 

Some of them may be seen distribut- 
ing religious (2?) tracts of the American 
Board on Sundays; and at other times, with 
a hypocrisy worse than the devil; for at 
their Sunday schools, they dri.e out thechil- 
dren of the very pesple upon whom they in- 
trude their tracts. S.S. McDonell, of lot 
notoriety, is talked of asa candicate for 
Parliament, on the Neform ticket, in opposi- 
tion to the Conservative vote, and to Mr.

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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The Russians Defeated in a Pitched 
Battle. 


The following most important dispatches 
respecting the war in Asia, may be relied on 
as authentic :— , 

“On the 5th of November (the anniver- 
sary of Inkerman) Omar Pacha beat the 
Russians in a pitched battle on the river 
Ingour, in Mingrelia.. The Russians num- 
bered 20.000. The fight lasted five hours. 
The Russians suffered severely.” 

A second dispatch adds :— 

“Omar Pacha forced the passage of the 
Ingour at four points against superior num- 
bers. ‘The Generalissimo has pushed on to 
Kutais.” 

Immediately on the receipt of the intelli- 
gence of the brilliant victory of General 
Williams at Kars, Omar Pacha set out at 
once with considerable forces from Soukoum 
Kale. He appears to have proceeded by 
rapid marches to the river Ingour, in Min- 
grelia, where, as we learn from one of the 
above dispatches, he found a superior force 
of Russians prepared to dispute the passage, 
which, however, he succeeded in forcing at 
four points, after a combat of five hours. 
The second dispatch informs us that he then 
pushed on to Kutais. 

We trust we may now conclude that Kars 
is safe. From other sources we learn that 
its gallant defenders still keep their commu- 
nications open. Indeed, the Russians, even 
on the-Ist of November, seemed to be mak- 
ing preparations to raise the blockade. Their 
movements would, no doubt, be hastened by 


| the news of the glorious victory of the 5th 


of November, which adds another to the 


well-earned laurels of the great general, 


Omar Pacha. Once at Kutais, Omar Pacha 
would have effected one-third of his march 
on Kars. 


The Danubian Principalities.

Seizure of an Knglish Colonel by Austria. 


A private letter from Bucharest, dated 
the 3rd instant, mentions as follows :— 

“ Prince Stirbey has suffered from a very 
dangerous illness, from which he has recover- 
ed, but the physicians say that he will feel 
the effects of it for a long time. 

“A very serious affair has just occurred 
here. At two o’clock yesterday, the Eng- 
lish Colonel Thier was arrested in his lodg- 
ings by the Austrian military authorities. 
He was stript of his English uniform by 
them, and forced to put on the Austrian 
great coat. Colonel Thier had served as 
Lieutenant in the Austrian army, and passed 
over with his company in 1849 to the Pied- 
montese. After the war he entered the 
British service, and advanced in it to the 
rank of Colonel. He was sent to Cronstadt, 
in Transylvania, the night that followed his 
arrest. He was at Bucharest 10 or 12 days, 
having been sent by the English government 
to buy horses and carts for the army. He 
was duly accredited to the English agents, 
as to the Ottoman authorities. Colonel 
Thier is a Hungarian. ‘Ten minutes after 
his arrest, the Consul General of England 
went to the house of General Corinni to re- 
claim the Colonel. The General gave a 
brief and decided refusal. Mr. Colquhoun 
thereupon addressed an official letter to him 
on the subject, and it is said that the reply 
was to the effeet—‘ I seize my deserters 
wherever I find them. I have the right to 
cause Thier to be shot instantly, and if the 
Emperor commands me to give: him up IL 
shall break my sword.’ ‘The sensation pro- 
duced here by the conduct of the Austrians 
is immense. I hope you will now understand 
the fault committed in allowing the Austri- 
ans to enter the Principalities.”

American Tract Society—Slavery. 


ee Independent, of New York, in an article 
in that paper, of the 15th March, being one 
of a continuation of articles regarding the ‘“Ame- 
rican Tract Society,” has this sentence :—“ For 
thirty years, one of the greatest institutions of 
Evangelical Christendom, has been testifying 10 
effect, that the institution of Slavery, the buying 
and selling of human beings, and the profession 
of the slave-trader, are less offensive to God, less 
contary to the Gospel, less perilous to the souls of | 
men, than the practice of dancing. It has at- 
tempted to exhibitand authenticate, on the wid- 
est scale, an administration ‘of Christianity, 12 
which there shall be no more syllable of rebuke 
for crimes that shock the morals sense of Chris- 
tendum. The influence of the Tract Society 
has tended to make the Southern churches more 
timid and cowed in the presence of the imperious 
slave-trading interest. As a consequence of this 
policy—partly, but not exclusively—behold the 
SouTHerRN ApostTacy!”- 

In December 1844, a report of “The “ Com- 
miitee of the Synod of New York and New Jer- 
sey, on the subject of the mutilations of books by 
the American Tract Society,” was published ; 
and in that report, the mutilations and omissions 
in the editions published, by that Society, of 
D’Aubigne’s History of the Great. Reformation, 
were pointed out—besides, there are the omis- 
sicns and expurgations in other books published, 
as to the vile sin of Slavery, and the substitution 
of sentences other than the original.
